Ahead of schedule by more 
than a month, the Prince George’s 
County planning staff responsible 
for a Greenbelt Metro area study 
held their initial community plan- 
ning workshop on January 25 to 
get community involvement in the 
planning process. According to 
Monte Kolste, Team Facilitator 
for the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(MNCPPC) staff, the purpose of 
the workshop and the community 
involvement process is to identify 
the planning issues in the 


Greenbelt Metro station area of 
concern to local residents and the 
area's stakeholders and to get the 
community involved. The area 
stakeholders are identified as the 
three municipalities of Greenbelt, 
College Park and Berwyn 
Heights, the major businesses and 
property owners, County officials 
and pertinent agencies. 

Kolste said that the goal of the 
project is to come up with a 
comprehensive planning approach 
that addresses the issues that are 
most important to the area’s fu- 
ture. That approach will be pre- 


sented in a report to the Prince 
George’s Planning Board and the 
County Council. The report will 
include recommendations con- 
cerning development in the area 
that reflect the consensus of the 
community. 
Time Schedule 
Project organization and plan- 
ning began in the spring of last 
year, during which time much in- 
formation about the study area 
was collected. Also last year, 
questionnaires were sent to the 
identified key stakeholders, and

Full Funding Campaign Widens

The postcard-writing cam- 
paign in support of full funding 
of the county’s library system 
widens this week to include 
Maryland State officials, an- 
nounces Barbara Simon, presi- 
dent of Friends of Prince 
George’s County Libraries and 
coordinator of the Greenbelt 
Friends (FOGL), 

State Budget 

In a move that caught county 
officials and library activists by 
surprise, Goy. Parris Glendening 
included a $2 million grant to the 
Prince George’s County Library 
System in his state budget earlier 
this month. 

The same amount had been 
provided by the state in each of 
the last two years. In the- spring 
of 1996, state officials indicated 
such funds would not be available 
in 1997. The county Office of 
Management and Budget asked 
the library system to cut $1.6 
million (10.67%) from a budge 
that this year stands at $15.5 mil- 
lion — which is $5 mullion‘less 
than-it was in. 1990. -While the 


- 


county population has grown by 
over 5,000 people in each of the 
last three years, “the library sys- 
tem has operated on a flat bud- 
get,” explains Simon, “This 
means no allowance for inflation, 
so even matching last year’s bud- 
get could not be considered full 
funding.” 
Long Road 

Last year, the Maryland House 

Committee cut the library grant 


from the regular budget, so the 


governor sent in a last-minute 


grant that was approved after 


strenuous lobbying by Prince 
George’s Delegates and State 
Senator Leo Green, who collec- 
tively had heard from thousands 
of concerned library patrons in 
recent years and who remem- 
bered the over 70,000: signatures 
On petitions during a countywide 
Friends of the Libraries’ support 
drive in 1995. 

“We have to double our efforts 
to our County Council members 
and County Executive to tell 


them that no matter what happens 


with state funding, we want them 
to. make a commitment to full 


funding for the library — which 
at the minimum means the same 
budget as last year’s,” says 
Simon, who continues that this is 
“a terrible way to fund an essen- 
tial service — with last-minute, 
crisis funding.” 
County’s Decision 

Even if the state successfully 
passes the grant along to the li- 
brary, the county could still cut 
funding, and (says Simon) “leave 
libraries at less than last year’s 
levels.” Emphasizing that there is 
no more “fat” to cut and that pur- 
chase of books, services, staffing 
and hours of operation are the 
“blood” that will have to flow if 
more cuts are endured, she re- 
minds library supporters that an 
“over 8% rise in the school popu- 
lation since Sept. 93 will create 
untold education problems if the 
library system is not given extra 
funding now.” 

She urges citizens to drop by 
the Greenbelt Library to fill out 
cards to be mailed to the County 
Council and the County Execu- 
tive, Wayne Curry, or write or 
call on their own.

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Maryland Special Project #1: 
The Greenbelt Story

The seed for a play about 
Greenbelt was planted at least 10 
years ago, to celebrate the city’s 
50th anniversary. Somehow, it 
never germinated then, but never 
really went away either. Two 
years ago, as the city’s 60th anni- 
versary approached, the Friends 
of the Greenbelt Museum 
(FOGM) proposed the idea again. 
FOGM obtained funding from the 
Gilbert and Jaylee Mead Family 
Foundation, and the Greenbelt 
Performing Arts Center agreed to 
become a co-sponsor. After 
sample scripts from three play- 
wrights were submitted and re- 
viewed, Daniel Ray Young was 
selected to write the play. 

Dan combines the talents of a 
writer, a director and an actor. He 
did not grow up in Greenbelt. 
He lives with his family in a 
townhouse in Glenn Dale, near 
DuVal High School. Knowing 





little about Greenbelt’s history 
when he started the project was 
perhaps both an asset and a li- 
ability. He went into the project 
with no preconceived ideas. 
Consequently, there is a freshness 
to his script which might other- 
wise be dry and unappealing to 
the theatergoer. 

On the other hand, at times a 
stretching of ideas occurs which 
someone more familiar with the 
time period bemoans. Over and 
over Dan would repeat, “This 
will not be a pageant.” In other 
words, people and events would 
not be portrayed in an idealized 
manner that make Greenbelt seem 
larger than life. 

In order to prepare for the 
project, Dan immersed himself in 
the books, articles and photo- 
graphs he found in the Tugwell 
Room of the Greenbelt Library. 
During his year-long research and

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Take Metro to D.C. 
Without Transferring 


What do you call a Green 
Line train on the Red Line? 
Metro’s Green Line Commuter 
Shortcut from Greenbelt to down- 
town Washington, D.C. Metro 
started the new shortcut on Mon- 
day, January 27. During the 
morning and evening rush hours 
on weekdays only, Metro pro- 
vides a transfer-free way for com- 
muters to travel to downtown 
Washington, D.C., from any of 
several Outer Green Line 
Metrorail stations in Prince 
George’s County, including 
Greenbelt. This new service will 
eliminate the need for passengers 
at these Outer Green Line sta- 
tions to.transfer_to the Red Line 
at Fort Totten Station to go to 
downtown Washington, D.C., lo- 


cations. Thus, people boarding at. 


one of these stations bypass Fort 
Totten and go directly to the Red 
Line, stopping at all the Red Line 
stations beginning at Brookland 
and ending at Farrugut North in 


downtown Washington. The di- 
rect service on the Green Line 
will not affect service on the Red 
Line. 

This new service is part of a 
test project initiated by Metro to - 
upgrade customer service and in- 
crease ridership, If the project is 
successful, this service may be 
extended beyond the three- to 
six-month period currently 
planned. Signs will be at the sta- 
tions where this service is avail- 
able, including a sign to remind 
patrons that Green Line trains 
will bypass Fort Totten Station 
during rush hours. Passengers’ 
who wish to exit at Fort Totten 
will have to ride to Brookland- 
CUA Station, exit there, and ride 
back to Fort Totten during rush 
hour. | | 

During off-peak periods, week- 
ends and holidays, Green Line 
service will continue to operate 
as it has, with Green Line pas-

the area’s state representatives 
were briefed. The staff also de- 
veloped the community involve- 
ment process, now begun. Work- 
shops and focus group work will 
continue to produce recommenda- 
tions for a public forum. The 
last step in the process, estimated 
to be completed by the end of 
the year, will be the submission 
of a report to the planning board 
and county council recommend- 
ing planning strategies and ac- 
tions. 

Project Leader Joe Chang told 
the small group of about twenty- 
five citizens and stakeholders that 
this study was not a Transit Dis- 
trict Overlay Zone (TDOZ) study, 
a special study of the close-in 
atea to a Metro Station that re- 
sults in specialized zoning to 
make the area a future employ- 
ment. center. Instead this was a 
pre-TDOZ study that would con- 
sider a variety of options, TDOZ 
being one of them. 

Study Area 

The study area consists of 
1,600 acres bounded on the east 
by Kenilworth Avenue and 
Edmonston Road, on the south by 
Greenbelt Road, on the west by 
Rhode Island Avenue, and on the 
north by Sunnyside Road. With 
the Greenbelt Metro Station in 
the center of the area, the bound- 
aries encompass the Springhill 
Lake Apartments, Greenbelt 
Middle School (at which this 
planning session was held), the 
Beltway Plaza, the A.H. Smith 
and other industrial properties, the 
Hollywood/Branchville communi- 
ties of College Park, the USDA 
headquarters fscility under con- 
struction, land of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center, the 
Metro maintenance and storage 
yard, the U.S. Courthouse in 
Greenbelt and Capital Office 
Park. 

Focus Area 

Within the study area is a fo- 
cus area consisting of the Metro 
station and the industrial land to 
its south to Greenbelt Road, 
bounded on its east by 
Cherrywood Lane, its west by the 
CSX tracks, and its north by the 
Capital Beltway. The focus area 


is what the MNCPPC staff had 


proposed to be a TDOZ. How- 
ever, the Greenbelt City Council

had urged that a larger area be 
considered. 

The focus area consists of 
about 300 acres and is 51 percent 
undeveloped. It is mostly zoned 
for heavy industrial use—91 per- 
cent. No one lives in the focus 
area, 

Chang told the participants 
that the master plan for the Col- 
lege Park-Greenbelt area desig- 
nates the focus area for mixed- 
use development while maintain- 
ing the existing industrial devel- 
opment. 

At 1,600 acres, the study area 
is more than five times as large. 
Almost 10,000 people live there 
in 4,171 dwelling units. The 
population is expected to grow by 
4 percent by the year 2020. 

Environmental Factors 

When it comes to environmen- 
tal factors, the focus area, except 
for the Metro station property, 
has considerable problems caused 
primarily by Indian Creek flow- 
ing through it from north to 
south. Except for a small] area 
along Branchville Road and just 
to the north beside the CSX 
tracks, the western section of the 
Beltway Plaza and a narrow strip 
along part of the west side of 
Cherrywood Lane north of 
Breezewood Drive, the area con- 
sists of wetlands (128 acres), 
flaodplain (157 acres) and “prior- 
ity” woodlands (97 acres) that 
protects the floodplain, wetlands, 
and wildlife habitat. In addition, 
according to Stacy Miller, only 
10 percent of the focus area, in- 
cluding the Metro station, has 
soils with moderate infiltration 
rates for surface water absorption, 
and 86 percent of the area has 
soils with very low infiltration 
rates. In general, development is 
not approved within the 100-year 
flood plain. 

Traffic Volumes 

Transportation Planner Harold 
Foster provided traffic volumes 
for the four major roads that 
bound the study area. Greenbelt 
Road between the CSX tracks 
and Cherrywood Lane has an av- 
erage daily traffic volume of 
33,975 according to the Maryland 
State Highway Administration. 
Kenilworth Avenue between 
Greenbelt Road and the Capital 
Beltway carries an average of 
44,975, US 1 near Cherry Hill 
Road, 48,875, and the Capital 
Beltway between US 1 and the

Metro access ramp carries a 
whopping 202,275. 

- Winston Hazard of College 
Park questioned the traffic data 
for Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Avenue. Based on 
his observations, he felt that 
Greenbelt Road carried more traf- 
fic than Kenilworth. City 
Councilmember Thomas White 
agreed with Hazard and the staff 
agreed to check these figures. 
Bruce Hancock, the county’s 
trails coordinator, reported that 
most of the existing pedestrian 
ways were sidewalks, and 
bicycleways were streets and 
roads. He noted that there was 
now a State grant to put side- 
walks on Greenbelt Road where 
they do not exist. Paved shoul- 
ders are to be constructed on 
Rhode Island Avenue. He also 
noted Greenbelt’s striping of 
Cherrywood Lane for bicycle 
paths.

School Board Holds 


Budget Hearing 
by Mary Moien 

The Prince George’s County 
School Board held a hearing on its 
FY-1998 budget on January 16 at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS). The proposed budget, to 
be sent to the County Council, Is 
$797 million, up from an autho- 
rized FY-1997 budget of $736 
million. An additional $10 million 
is requested, outside of this bud- 
get, to maintain and expand the 
school facilities. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Jerome Clark, the FY-98 
budget continues to focus on five 
instructional priorities; maintaining 
current services and class sizes for 
an increasing student population; 
enhancing school safety; reducing 
class sizes in comprehensive 
schools; improving employee com- 
pensation, and funding other criti- 
cal instructional needs. Among 
these ‘other’ needs are assigning 
nursing services to all elementary 
schools; implementing an interven- 
tion program to improve SAT per- 
formance; expanding literacy pro- 
grams; and restoring extracurricu- 
lar activities and intramural athlet- 
ics to FY-91 levels. 

Betty Timer, ERHS PTSA 
president, was one of several 
ERHS parents to speak at the 
hearing. Timer addressed a num- 
ber of issues. She described how 
teachers at ERHS teach an addi- 
tional period each day. In order to 
bring them into parity with other 
high school teachers, five more 
teachers should be added to ERHS 
next year. Timer referred to 
school board plans for a new sci- 
ence and technology high school 
and reminded the board that the 
current science and technology 
high schools have to be kept as 
‘up-to-date as a new school. 

Timer agreed with the Compre- 
hensive School initiative program 
as two-thirds of the students at 
ERHS are in the comprehensive 
program. She complimented the 
board on their efforts to obtain 
raises for the teachers this year. 
Several members of the ERHS 
PTSA Political Action Committee 
also spoke at the meeting. 

There was also a presentation 
from the Eleanor Roosevelt Com- 
munity of Schools Community 
Advisory Board. The emphasis 
was on the very low math scores 
in county schools. This past fall 
only 7 percent of sixth graders 
passed the Maryland Ftactional 
Math Test. On the other hand, al- 
most half of the same students 
passed the Reading Test. The 


Board of Education funds reading . |

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The Lotus Becomes Atomic 
We - Strives for Planet X

“All the wine cases, they’re 
empty; here’s a party going 
down. There’s a band playing . 

” In actual fact, the rehearsal 
room is littered with soda cans 
and granola bar wrappers. This 
is hardly surprising, since the 
band which is playing consists 
of four seventh-graders from 
Kenmoor Middle School. 

Greenbelters had a chance to 
become acquainted with this 
young rock band when it 
played at the New Deal Cafe 
on New Year’s Eve. The large 
crow@at that -gig, though, only 
whetted the band members’ ap- 
petite for public performances. 

The band is made up of four 
long-time friends: Joe Pugliese 
of Greenbelt, 12, who plays 
lead guitar and sings; Yashuah 
Ford of Lanham, 12, who plays 
bass; Adam Soderholm of 
Bowie, 13, who plays guitar; 
and Dru Baldauf of Greenbelt, 
12, who plays drums. The band 
got its start»one day in early 
1996 when Dru and Joe were 
discussing the end-of-the-year 
school dance ‘at their elemen- 
tary school. “Wouldn’t it be 
cool if we could get a band to- 
gether and play at it?” Dru 
asked. 

Won a Bet 

They mentioned the idea to 
their science teacher, and he 
laughed at the idea of the boys 
being able to start a band. He 
bet them thatthe idéa would go 
nowhere. He ended up having 
to pay the band members five 
dollars each. 

“We're thinking of tiring 
hn in for iliegat betting,” says

The first rehearsal took place 
in Dru’s garage — the band 
members played in their coats 
because there was no heat. Nor 
were there any microphones. 
The boys” parents quickly 
Stepped in. They loaned the 
band their expertise and electri- 
cal equipment, although the 
band members bought their own 
instruments, Joe and Adam had 
already learned to play guitars 
from their fathers, Yash had 
learned bass from his stepfa- 
ther, while Dru learned drums 
So that he could join the 
band—”in order to get chicks,” 
Yash says with a grin. 

“That’s enough motivation,” 
replies Dru. 

Before the school dance even 
Occurred, the band had already 
Played twice: once at the New 
Deal ‘Gafe-(‘We were kind of 
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raw, says Joe) and once at a 
school talent show. The, school 
dance itself was a musical disas- 
ter because of problems with the 
equipment. “But we had so 
much fun we decided to keep go- 
ing,” Joe says. 

Finding places to perform is a 
problem. “We can't play in bars 
because we'd get arrested,” says 
Joe, “so we play on stage.” 

“We never actually play on 
stage,” Dru shoots back. 

New Name 

Nor have the band members 
been able to settle on a name. 
Although the band played at the 
New Year’s Eve party as Lotus, 
they have recently changed 
their name to the Atomic We. 
Joe describes their music as 
“the Beatles with a distortion 
pedal.” He quickly adds, “But 
we can’t sing as good.” 

Their friends have supported 
them, and the band even has its 
own roadies. “They’re guys 
that want to be in the band, but 
they settle for carrying our 
stuff,” Yash explains. 

The band now rehearses in a 
smali basement room in Joe’s 
Research Road home; on the 
walls are children’s artwork and 
posters of rock bands. After 
the band members have per- 
formed their current set of 
songs, Joe takes Adam aside 
and leads him through the 
chords of a new song which the 
singer is composing. Joe is the 
band’s songwriter, and he cop- 
ies his lyrics into a small spiral 
notebook which includes sug- 
gestions to the other band 
members such as, “Strive for 


“rage.”

plugged guitar. “For a long 
time it’s E, G sharp. . . . Adam, 
do you know how to do a palm 
mute?” 

Cranberries - or Beatles? 

Joe and Adam plug their gui- 
tars back in, and Yash returns 
to the room in order to add the 
bass line. Before he has even 
finished doing so, Dru has al- 
ready mastered the beat. of the 
song and is adding the drums. 
“Tt sounds like Cranberries,” he 
announces as the song comes to 
an end. 

“No, it doesn’t,”-Joe replies 


with irritation. 


“Start it out with a drum roil,” 
suggests Adam. 

The music is repeated as Joe 
sings the.chorus, the only part of 
the lyrics he has composed yet. 
As the music finishes, Dru com- 
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ments, “It sounds like the 
Beatles.” 


From the doorway, Joe’s 
younger sister Monica says, “Dad 
wants to know what song that 
was.” 

“It’s an original,” Joe replies. 

Dru shouts after Monica, 
“Ask your dad whether it 
sounds like the Beatles.” 

The band has now been 
playing for an hour. Joe, who 
is dressed in a tee-shirt deco- 
rated with pictures of guitars, 
stretches in his place. Dru uses 
a wrench to tighten his drums. 
“Cheap drums,” jibes Yash. 

To Planet X? 

The, band members go 
through the set a second time, 
then take a break, debating the 
likelihood of their being able to 
play at a College Park coffee 
house, Planet X. They have to 
send in a demo tape of their 
group, and in preparation for 
this they have been trying to 
improve their work. Joe’s fa- 
ther videotaped the band’s New 
Year’s Eve performance so that 
the band members could figure 
out how to nrake improvements. 
Beyond that, what is needed for 
success is “hard work,” as Joe 
says. 

The band starts into the set 
for a third time. The band 
members’ energetic performance 
Causes interruptions: Joe drops 
his guitar pick twice, Dru’s 
drumstick splinters, a string on 
Joe's guitar breaks.

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Emergencies and Deferral 
Updates Sought by GHI

The ;Greenbelt Homes Inc. 
Board, which held its regular 
board) meeting on the snowy 
evening of January 9, took up 
such issues as the role and opera- 
tions of committees in GHI and a 
review of the fee deferral pro- 
grams. The board approved for 
second reading an. expenditure 
authorization in the amount of 
$7.1 million to implement the 
1997 budget and discussed a draft 
policy for weekend or emergency 
on-call duty of the Maintenance 
Department. 

Fee Deferral Programs 

GHI has had two fee deferral 
programs in place since the re- 
habilitation program — the Re- 
hab Loan Deferral Program, 
with 54 participants, and the 
Fee Increase Deferral Program, 
which has 26 participants. Re- 
cently staff has become con- 
cerned about. the large amount 
of outstanding balances deferred 
by members until the time of 
resale. In some situations the 
fee deferral will result in mem- 
bers’ actually owing money to 
GHI at resale, possibly causing 
financial shortfalls for GHI or 
hardships for the members if 
resources are not available for 
payment at that time. Since no 
new members are being added 
to the Rehab Loan Deferral 
Program, that program will re- 
main as is for the present: It 
was proposed and agreed that 
during 1997 no new members 
will be added to the. fee defer- 
ral program. Over the next 
year, GHI will gather data to 
show the actual financial post- 
tion of this progsam sands wall 
also determine if the annual re- 
certification needed to remain 
in the program is adequate.
